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I ~J (with the exception of information in para four which 
was obtained from an unidentified Legionnaire informant, who 
is unaware of Source’ s activities) 

1. The February edition of "Vatra" published the "dossier® of Horia SHU, 
disclosing the entire affair which allegedly brought about the present revolt 
within the SIM A Iron Guard group. 

2. The facts are old (191*8 - 191*9): Horia SIMA reportedly took advantage 
of the confidence of a Legionnaire comrade, having been sheltered at his home, 

I* , and allegedly had a child by the Legionnaire’s wife. The family in qiestion is 
-S.-^currently in Argentina. The "Vatra" dossier contains an exchange of letters 
m. between- the-wife-and - husband, _on one hand, and between Horia SIMA and BOR0BAH&7 
on the bthar. There are alsQi a" few-^lqt ^ers from a Legionnaire in Argentina, 
Nicola^TOPA, to SHU and t</^!D*50^'with the latter’s replies. SIMA’S 
messages appear as insincere perspectives, appeals for discipline and promises 
of subsequent explanation. In addition, Hicolae POPA’s .letter alludes to 
threats of death pronounced agaiqst him by two other Legionnaires >of Argentina, 
the Legionnaire Coemandant, lanely^OSU, and IonwPA* 

3. The affair recently has coma to light again 2 : Nicolas POPA warned 
Horia SIMA that he, seeing the inefficacy of SDiA’s efforts, felt obligated 

to warn all the Legionnaire, "commandants" by sending them copies of the dossier. 
POPA proposes at the end of his letter that SHU abandon his position as 
coneander-ln-chief so that the Legion henceforth be led by a group formed of 
all the old high ranking members of the Legion. SBU retaliated by dissolving 
the Argentine "garrison". 


1*. The date of these latter two documents does not appear in "Vatra". 
Informant asserts that the decision to divulge this scandal (which allegedly 
occurred in Paris in 191*8) preceded the news of the October disaster.*? The 
informant accompanied this assertion with emphatic attacks against the methods 
used by the Allied Services. Ha then violently related details^of the vHAJDUC ^ ^ 1 
case: the latter was reported to have been recruited by\Colone^V*ETRJJ Wd sent 
into Rumania, where he apparently remained several weeks. Entering by way of 
ARAD, he accoa^ilished his mission and fled via Turtru-Severln after innumerable 
fortunate breaks. Allegedly, he brought back a message from Rumania. The 
Allied Services, however, wished him to return to Rumania. Colonel FETHU 
threatened him with a pistol, but HAHJUC managed to escape, though losing his 
suitcases, money and motorbike.
